Sphinx 
Two sphinxes guard Cleopatra’s 
Needle (see below). The sphinx 


was a mythical Egyptian creature 
with a human head on a lion’s body. 


(leopatra’s Needle 


This ancient Egyptian 
monument was brought to 
London in the 1870s, and 
stands on the Embankment. 
The Victorians buried a 
time capsule undermeath it. 





(j0lden Iinde 


A replica of a famous 
Elizabethan galleon 
that sailed around 
the world. Sir 
Francis Drake 

was her captain. 

















FMS Delfast 


A cruiser used in the Second 
World War. You can explore 
all nine decks, from the 
Captain’s Bridge at the top 
to the engine rooms at the 
bottom, below the waterline. 





Tower Bridge 


Tower Bridge opens in the middle 
to let ships through. The toad 
across 1s often shut several 

times a day so the bridge can | 
be raised. It took eight years to ll 
build and was finished in 1894. 





Millennium Bridge 


Built to mark the year 2000, 
the Millennium Bridge 
spans the river between 
Saint Paul’s Cathedral and 
the Tate Moder art gallery, 





Jate Modern 


An art gallery that 
displays some of the 
world’s best modern 
art. The building used 


to be a power station. 





‘Thames Barrier 


Strung across the river near 
Greenwich, the Thames Barrier 
has a row of gates that are raised 
to protect London from floods. 








Bact 


This is where the old 
docks were, but now it’s 
full of modern buildings. 
The 235m (771ft) tower 
of Canary Wharf is the 


tallest building in Britain. 





(alobe | heatre 


This is a replica of 
the building where 


Shakespeare’s plays were 
first performed. The plays 
are still put on each summer, 


and there’s a tour of the 
theatre all year round.

The City of London is a small district 
nestling in the middle of London. It’s 
the oldest part of the capital, and is 
now an important business quarter. 


Monument 


Built to mark the Great Fire of 
London, which destroyed four- 
fifths of the City in 1666. There’s 


a viewing platform at the top.

This medieval building was 
one of the few to survive 
the Great Fire of London. 





Saint Pyride’s 


Designed by Sir Christopher 
Wren, who also designed Saint 
Paul’s Cathedral. Its steeple 
inspired one baker to make the 
first tiered wedding cake. 





Swiss Ke Building 


This is one of the newer buildings 
in the City. It’s nicknamed “the 
Gherkin” because of its shape. 














This is where the government 
keeps its money. It’s known as “the 
old lady of Threadneedle Street”, 
and its vaults are filled with gold. 





C ity arms 
The City’s coat-of-arms is on walls 
all around the district. Statues of 


dragons (like the ones above} guard 
the main routes into the City. 





Koman wall 
The Romans built a high 


stone-and-brick wall around 
the City. Parts of the wall 
are still standing. 








Saint Paul's ( athedra 


Saint Paul’s is the cathedral of the 
City of London. Two million people 
visit it each year, and its dome has 
become a national landmark. 





Wren’s monument 
Wellington’s statue 


A statue of the Duke of 
Wellington stands in the nave 
(main hall). He’s riding on 
Copenhagen, his horse. 


Christopher Wren designed Saint 
Paul’s to replace the old cathedral 
destroyed in the Great Fire. His 
monument reads: “If you seek his 
monument, look around you.”

Parts of the ceilings are 
decorated with mosaics,
